such others as 


aro privileged to report at any time. Tho mil- 
itary academy bill is tho only bill actually 
out of tho way. 
The naval bill has come 


back from the senate in such shape that it is 
likely to occupy as much time as tho original 
bill. 
Tha difference of views between tho 


house and senate mako a disagreement upon 
most of tho other general appropriation bills 
more '.ban probable. 
In fact the chances 


aro that senate amendments will causa as 
much debate as was had on the bilLs when 
first before tho house.

Khartoum was sur- 
rounded by rebels, consisting mainly of 500 
brave tribesmen and 2,500 Ragtag Arabs. 
Senaar, Kassulla, Dongola and Berber wtro 
still safe. He would appeal to tho English 
aud American publio lor 41,000,000 to aid 
him in his operations. Tha loyalty of tho 
people of Khartoum, and his own critical 
position, justified him, ho thought, in appeal- 
ing for money. Ha would appoint Zobohr 
Pasha to the command of tho troops.

YOKK, April 22.—Tammany will 


send 450 representatives to tho Democratic 
convontion at Chicago. "We propose," saici 
Mr. John Kelly, good-naturedly, "to do our 
lart in keeping up the enthusiasm." 


'For any particular candidate?" was asked. 
'Well, now, to toll tho truth, I havo not 


paid much attention to candidates. 
I am 


sorry to say that some folks think Tammany 
s going to the convention to make trouble. 
Such is not the caso. Tho convention will 
bo harmonious, and whoever tho candidate 
may be it is certain that he will receive the 
support ot the united Democracy." 


"And 
do you say tbat without reservation 


as to any prominent Democrat?1' 
"I do most.omphatically. Tammany will 


support any candidate who rocoivos tho 
nomination ot the Democratic national con- 
vention." 


"How about Mr. Tilden?"
